‘Think of their courage 
and kindness io cold, iv tempest, in hunger, 
au wreck? ‘The women and children to the 
uvats,' says the captain of the Birkenhead, 
and, with the troops tormed on the deck, 
uni the crew vbedient to the glerivus word 
of command, the immortal ship goes down.” 
Such wero the sentiments of this gitted 
writer, and they will be widely echocd by 
all right thinking meu, 

Like most cuinent seamen, Captuin Gal- 
land is remarkable tur his modest and 
reliriug disposition and big dislike to any- 
thing partuking of publicity, but it is nune 
the leas due to bin to puintout that what 
be bus accumplished in saving lite bas been 
done under so ordinary  ¢ireumstances, 
Commanding the fastest tet-racing steamers, 
bis every movement is watehed by those 
interested with the keeuest anxicty, the 
delay fur a day or sometimes even a few 
buurs invylving them in perivus juss, Every~ 
thing wust be savrificed lo speed ; the mer- 
chant pays for, and expects to gel it; the 
Lomptation thereture to pase by vessels in 
distrpss becomes all the greater to men of 
less dures of character. That Captain Gul- 
laud hus uot alluwed himself to be swayed 
by such considerations when lite has been at 
etoke is amply proved by the events; and 
whilst the consviouauces of having done a 
good action may alwuysin itself be esteemed 
8 sufficient reward, stall such generous deeds 
deserve to be recorded, und cannot fail to 
command the respeot and udimiration of his 
fellow countrymen.— Yours &o.

NULLS PROM SZE-CHUEN, 
“Pioneer” forwards the following 
seraps from his Journal trom Chung- 
king, Sze-chuen :— 
Suuday, Sept. 19. 

Delightful weather again to-day; the 
nutives are very busy collecting their 
debts, and worrying cach other in great 
style. This morning early I teok o 
wulk over the part of the City Wall, 
from here to the Tung-yuen Gate, and 
saw that the wall is-substantially built 
considering what it had to resist. It is 
loopholed und crevelated all ulong, with 
here and there a sort of buttery, and at 
one place, a three-storicd one to protect 
or fluuk the walls on either side of it- 
But all this would not stand ong 
against modern field artillery, At one 
piace I saw a wretched casting intended 
to do duty as a gun, but nothing else. 
TI went alung as fur as the Taoist ‘Yemple 
—Wu-fu Kung, or palace of the Five 
Happinesses, There [ found the usual 
images of Yii-whang, Shang-ti, and Tai- 
shang Lao-kiun, One or two persons 
came there to seek or ask the blessinga 
of the idols; one an old woman prayed 
that she might be healed of her in- 
firmities of hands and feet,—after 
having cast the dies three times before 
getting whut she desirod, hermaphrodite 
or neutral gender, first she bad the Ying 
or female principle, then the Yang or 
male pee then Shen Kwa, or 
neutral gourd (so called because the dies 
aro the end of a ort af cucumber eplit 
in two). Ihad a oup of tea with the 
Priest ond then left. The Temple is 
nituatedina fine high position overlooking 
the whole of the town, 

As usual on this feast day in Western 
China, people band together to’send n 
— ot melon to’ some childless 
riend, with bands cf music and salvoes 
of fire-crackers. The melon is usually 
stolen front some. ri¢ighbouring garden, 
and the image ofa naked boy in clay is 


tied ‘to it, and the whole wrapped-in red: 
silk is tled'ta the back of a boy neatly

it, hemled by the 
band and followed by the givers, A 
friend having been ‘sent on ahead to 
warn the parties everything is ready to 
receive the melon, fire-cracker# are let 
off, the boy ond musicians receive 9 
small fee, and the friends are invited to 
remain for supper. Two melons were 
extracted from the Ahhess’ garden pro- 
bably to de duty for sume childless 
family. I find that the abbess is fanous 
in town on account of her neat little 
fect, and she ig spoken .of be many 
people as Wong Siav-kioh, of Wong 
Small-foot, a compliment not to be 
despised by Chinese ladies. Others 
whose feet have not been carefully 
bound and cramped are spoken of, as ane 
T knew was called, Min Tab-kioh, or 
Min Great-teet. 

The moon-cakes made here for this 
feast are not very good, and T think are 
only intended as a name, althongh most 
peesle eat them. ' 
brightly all the evening, and the people 
enjaved themselves

THE MEXICAN DOLLAR é&, AND 
THE JAPANESE YEN, 


A correspondent “ D'-publivhes the 
following monograph io the Hioyo Mews, 
which he states was written in August 
1879; the views, he remarks, appear to 
be justified by the course of events, and 
be has no hesitation in requesting the 
Editor to make them public, The protest 
was as fo'lowsi:— 


The Japanese Government is anxious 
to muke silver yen the meditiun of ex- 
change between foreigners and Japanese 
aud to drive out the Mexican dollar frown 
the country altogether, 

They therefore wake certain proposals 
tw the Foreign Banke, Should these be 
accepted? I answer emphatically in the 
negative, It is truo that: the silver yen 
iy a clean, well-made ooin, and shr ffs will 
not be able to make the “equeezs” out 
of it they do out of the Mextoan dollar, 
but the reasons why the Banks should 
not comply with the Finance Minister's 
wishes seem to me of far greater weight, 
They are as follow :— 


1.—Most of the foreigners residing in 
this country constitute merely a portion 
of the large 4 nglo-Qriental community 
settled in the Far Hast, and one part 
cannot afford to separate itself from the 
others, eapecially in such an important 
mutter as currency, unless it is to receive 
some direct oompensative advantage, 

The Mexican dollar appeara to bo 
specially adapted to the requirements of 
such colonies und settlements as Hong- 
kong, Shanghai, Singapore, Yokohama, 
Kobe, and their surroundings, because 
it is alroady in general use and is well 
known in all the bullion markets of the 
world, Moxico, besides being distant, is 
not an acquisitive power, and therefore 
neither the Chinego nor the Japanese 
have any reagoneto fear an atom of un- 
patriotic influence from the Mexican 
dollar. If English shillings or Russian 
roubles were circulated to any great 
extent, I can easily understand that the 


‘Japanese Government would be j 


in objecting to them strongly. In the 
event of any political complications be- 
twoen China and Japan, the former 
would probably refuse the silver yen ; 
and, if the Foreign Banks in China held 
a large quantity, they would have to 
melt them into sycee at a logy, or reship 
them to Japaii with very little chance of 
recovering any compensation whatever 
from the Japanese Government. : 
3,—The Government cannot be trusted 
to ensure a sufficient supply of sitver yen 
for the purposes of trade. They alwaya 
like to begin a house by constructing the 
roof, They have steamers before they, 
havo ships, railways before they have 
roads, and a model Mint before they 
have made ove serious or successful offort 
to develope by European appliance any 
minoral ‘wealth there may ba in: the 
country, If tho Japaneso wish to make 
silver yon the currency of the East, let 
them begin by showing: that they oan 
provide  sufcient quantity of silver to 
make certdin a steady aupply of coin. 
» ».« s Tho. Japanese have no 
direct control. over foreigners whatever, 
and it is not many yeara einco Hoglish 
and French troops were: stationed: in 
Yokohama to. protect the lives of the 
forelgn - rosidents, Jurisdiction “over 
foreigriers will probably never be concod+ 
ed tothe Japanese in our day, and if 
Pp ‘wer ovor our lives and liberty cannot 
be granted, atill lens cau thoy be trusted

| Nor can the Government, bo depended 
on to abstain from influencing ‘he issn» 
‘of silver yon so as to auit their own 
Speculative purposes, Having tarned 
thomselves into a large mere cntile firm 
‘for trading in rico, silk, and kinaatsr, 
nothing would please them beter than 
to get into their own bards control of tha 
‘ Bupply of coin used by foreigners, Thay 
, could then at any momont atop tho ive 
of yen and increase that of kinsaisu, so 
, as to send the latter to adi count. Thay 
would then buy up the kinsatw, and 
when they roi to par re-issue theme" 
upon the whole a very profitable opera 
tion, Tt is eagy to see that if thoy 
succedded in their efforts to drive the 
Mexican dollar from the country, the 
currency used by foreigners would be 
suliject to the caprice of dny half fledged 
political economist who bapprned to be 
playing at experiments in the Finances 
Office, 
3.—The introduction of tho silver yen 
would lead to much iucuuveniguce in 
accounts. Many constitusits wonld 
probably prefer to has their Bank 
accounts kept in Mexican dol'ars and 
uilver yen at par, and aa the cvins would 
probab'y fluctuate in relative value in 
the exchange shopa, the introtugion of 
tho silver yen would only have the effect 
of rendering still mre coufused au already 
complicated currency, : 

Considering, then, the peculiar circum. 
stances of the country—that travel era 
cannot go beyoud the treaty limirs with- 
out special permission—that under no 
circumstances can they ont r inte 
direct business relations with the people 
of tho interior—that the nation is 
expected and understood to place 
the ulmost contidenca in its rulers 
—that the means of comm inication in 
the interior are slow aud clumsy, avd 
that the people are, as a rule, stooped in 
poverty and ignorance—-from these and 
other considerations it seems to me that, 
ag regards the country, there should be 
for the use of tho Japanese, irredeem- 
‘able paper money (proporttoned to the 
| yovernwent reserve of bullion and the 
requirements of the country) and, to be 
cotued at the Osaka Mint, 40, 20, 10 
and 5 cent pieces in silver, aud copper 
coius vf Juss valuo; and for exchange 
between Japanese and Foreignera Mexi- 
cao dollara only, while gold and silver 
yen should be swept into the limbo of 
forgotten thinga aa expensive, oamber- 
some and inexpedient, 

4.—The Finance Minister bas given 
no good reasons in support of hia plang, 

Japan has been the victim of many 
manias, for example, pigs, rabbits, and 
yellow roses; aud one of her favourite 
toys baw been the Osaka Miat, The 
Government would rather goon working 
tho Mint at a logs than confoss to @ 
gigantic mistake—in the samo way that 
in order to have the glory of posssasing 
.@ gold mine they pay anaually with the 
utmost cheerfulness $80,000 for the 
$60,000 worth of gold they extract from 
the island of Sado. 

5.—The Finance Minister's proposal 
to drive out i 
of his silver yon it is not for one Bank— 
nor for a syndicate of Banka to ontere 
tain. 

It is an extremely important intere 
national question, and deserves the 
utmost attention of the Foreign Minise 
ters, whose first duty is to foster and 
protect the mercantile interests of their 
fellow-countrymen in Japan, If tha 
silver yen is to take the place here of 
the Mexican dollar, it can only be under 
certain guarantees of the Japaneso Gov- 
ernment ; and if they should be broken, 
redress would become a matter for tha 
Minister of the various countries intereate 
ed to determine and disongs, Should 
not the whole enbj.ct therefore ba 
regarded as international from the begin- 
ning? 

From those considerations 1 hold that 
even if it should affect their own ine 
torests disadvantageously for the present, 
it is the olear duty of the Foreign Banks, 
guardiana as they are to some extent 
of real monetary interests, to deoling 
reapectfully but resolutely the proposala 
of the Finance Minister, 
rere 
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
